The State Board of 
Education recently adopted 
Institutional Effectiveness 
Measures. These 
measures will affect our 
planning and scheduling for 
Fall semester. Please read 
carefully. If you have any 
questions, please call me. 

* Any student enrolled in 
two or more college 
preparatory courses is 
prohibited from enrolling in 
more than 1 7 total credit 
hours for the semester. 

* Any student who scores 
below the standard 
placement score and is 
placed in college 
preparatory courses as a 
result must remain in 
college preparatory courses 
in the appropriate 
disciplines until academic 
deficiencies are remediated. 

* The college must 
maintain data files on each 
student enrolled in college 
preparatory courses. 

* Currently, the 
examination designated by 

the State Board of 
Education for purposes of 
mandatory placement of 

students into college 
preparatory courses upon 
admission is the ACT- 
ASSET examination. 

* Each colleae is 



required to communicate to 
the public school 
superintendent s) of the 
school districts in its 
service area, placement 
examination results for the 
graduates of the school 
districts. 

* Each college is 
required to provide 
placement services to assist 
graduates and early leavers 
in finding employment 
and/or continuing their 
education. 

Each college is required 
to provide to any student 
who scores below the 
standard placement score 
established by the college 
and approved by the 
Chancellor a written 
assessment, an individual 
education plan, and 
appropriate guidance and 
counseling.

"Sang seeks MOTAS, 
NIFOC, OR 
WFYITBWNBLJO" 

The April 16 issue of 
NEW SCIENTIST 
included a special section 
entitled "Netropolis," 
which was devoted to 
"how the meeting of TV, 
telecoms and computers is 
transforming the world." 
This is a 31 -page 
supplement that predicts 
the future of networking in 
such business, job-hunting, 
and education. 

Selected observations on 
education in the network 
environment include: 

* "Enthusiasts say that 
old-style pedagogy will 
teach the wrong skills in a 
future where people will 
work in groups brought 
together for the lifetime of 
a particular project, where 
they will constantly have to 
learn new skills, and where 
the traditional corporation, 
with its rigid hierarchical 
structure, will have lost 
group to companies that 
dare to bring in more 
....complex, self-governing 

management styles. " 

* "Pouring information 
into students may have 
been appropriate thirty to 
fifty years ago, when the 
aim was to develop people 
suited to working in a 
hierarchical system ..But 
these days, commercial 
organizations are breaking 
down diarchies, staffs are 
devising their own work 
practices, and the idea of a 
career for life has been 
superseded by the notion of 
teamwork and the prospect 
of changing jobs four or 
five times"

* "For teachers, the 
changes mean coming to 
terms with a new identity 

Most of them are 
accustomed to "leading" the 
class to some degree, but 
the needs of the future will 
place them firmly 'inside' 
the learning process 
...(changing from being) 
'the sage on stage to being 
the guide on the side'..." 

* An experimental 

program based in 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, 
involves 1 1 organizations 
in "rethinking a whole 
generation of schools." 
"Mixed age groups use 
technology such as e-mail 
and online databases to 
help them solve specific 
problems. Learning is 
done in the context of a 
project." 

* "Stanford University 
is planning an 'integrated 
Open University' to reach 
professionals - all the way 
up to the Boardroom — 
who don't want to live on 
campus and don't want 
another degree. They just 
want a skill for which they 
have an immediate need, 
and they want to be trained 
at their home or office."
